LONDON, Wednesday, July 19.—The 
Tokio correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph says that a Japanese army has been 
fanded north of Vladivostok, and that the 
compiete envelopment of the fortress is 
imminent. 


It is known that a fleet of Japanese 
transports recently left Gen-San, Korea, 
and thefr supposed destination was Pos- 
siet Bay, south of Viadivostok. It ia pos-

That ft ts being threatened from the 
West seems certain. Hven more mystery 
Bae surrounded the movements of Mar- 
shal Oyama’s armies recently than before 
the battles of Liao-Yang and Mukden. 
The Russian General Staff has frankly 
admitted that it is mystified. 

The news, however, that the Japanese 
last month made a raid on Omoso, 150 
tiles east of Kirin, and between that 
Place and Viadivostok, was confirmed on 
good authority, and it was thought that 
this raid had been ordered by the Japan- 
ese Staff in order to make sure of the 
ground on Gen. Hasegawa’s left before 
the expected advance of that General on 
the lower Tumen and Vladivostok. 

The strength of Viadivostok is un- 
Known outside the fortress, except by the 
authorities in St. Petersburg. It was re- 
Gently stated that Gen. Linevitch had a 
umber of 12-inch and 9-inch guns. A 
British military critic remarked that these 
were about as suitable an ornament for 
an army in the field as a camelopard in 
@ lady’s boudoir, but, whether suitable or 
not, there is little doubt that the guns 
came from Viadivostok, and it has been 
suggested that the Czar is not desirous of 
making the Japanese “ another present of 
a bouquet of 528 guns, as at Port Arthur.”

JAPANESE NO ANGELS. 


Hayashi’s Reply to Suggestion About 
Moderate Peace Demands. 


LONDON, July 18.~Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese Minister here, said to-day that 
Russia had appointed good men as peace 
plenipotentiaries. Nevertheless, even M. 
Witte and Baron Rosen had not inspired 
Japan with confidence in a favorable out- 
come of the negotiations. 

“We do not know,” the Minister added, 
“what powers have been delegated to 
them, and after the events of the past 
eighteen»months Japan puts faith only in 
accomplished facts. The terms will be 
communicated only at the 
Then we will discover what powers the 
Russian plenipotentiaries possess.” 

It was suggested that the general opin- 
fon prevailed that the Japanese terms 
qwould be moderate. 

“T cannot see where people get such an 
idea,” replied the Minister. “ The public 
évidentliy mistakes the Japanese for an- 
gels.” 

Minister Hayashi intimated that Japan 
Was ready to continue the war unless she 
secured suitable terms. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that practically the entire 


gum realized by the last two loans was 
unexpended, and said the capture of the 
Island of Sakhalin was not precipitated by 
the approach of the conference, but was 
@ natural sequence of the Japanese cam- 
paign, the plans for which had not been 
altered since Russia acceded to a confer- 
ence.

SALVING MORE RUSSIAN SHIPS. 


Damage to the Vessels at Port Ar- 
thur Slighter Than Supposed. 


TOKIO, July 18.—An officer who has 
returned from Port Arthur reports that 
the damage to the sunken Russian ships 
Was slighter than was supposed. 

It has been known that the Russians 
applied explosives inside the vessels be- 
fore they were abandoned, and it was 
believed that the resulting damage was 
serious. It has been found, however, that 
the vital portions of the ships were 
strangely unhurt. 

The cruiser Bayan has been taken in 
tow and the battleship Peresviet is 
navigable with her own engines. Both of 
these vessels will soon be brought to 
Japan to complete the necessary repairs. 
Even the cruiser Pailada, which sustained 
the heaviest damage, will, it is expected, 
be refloated by the middle of August, and 
before that time the battieships Retvizan 
and Pobieda will be afloat.

Then he 
is to receive the principal. The boy is 
now living with his foster mother at the 
Ziegler home, 624 Fifth Avenue. 

This house and the country home in 
Connecticut were bequeathed to Mrs. 
Ziegler, together with an annuity of 
$50,000. If Mrs. Ziegler succeeds in break- 
ing the will she will receive at least $400,- 
000 a year. Aside from the bequests to 
the widow and adopted son, Ziegler pro- 
vided annuities for a few relatives. Con- 
sequently, if the courts decide that the 
will is invalid the relatives will lose these 
bequests. 

The complaint in Mrs. Ziegler’s suit 
was drawn by Charles H. Hyde, a Brook- 
lyn lawyer, who is now out of town. At 
his offices it was said that the adopted 
son had been served with copies of the 
complaint a week ago.

| ‘*I was aboard my yacht between 9 and 
1/10 this morning. was shot by a man 
from another yacht.

This report was given to the police, who 
immediately sent out an alarm for John 
Wellington, the Captain of the yacht 
Olga, which has been off Bath Beach.

| charges against him, but we want him to 
explain some things before Capt. King 
dies.” 

King was employed as a boat builder 
for some time by the Western Launch 
Company of Two Hundred and Tenth 
| Street and Emerson Avenue. He owned 
| the sloop Aglia and lived on it. 

. a Newberry, the manager of the 
firm, said that King was a man of vio- 
jlent temper and frequently had quarrels 
| with the men in the vards. On account 
lof his contrary moods, he said, it was 
|found necessary to discharge him at the 
beginning of the year. 

After that King went sailing about the 
ship canal until two weeks ago, when he 
| disappeared, . Mr. Newberry said. At the

The practical effect 
of that rule, it is now conceded, will be 
that if there should not be a two-thifds 
vote in the Assembly in favor of re- 
moval, the Senate will not go on record 


} at all. 


If the Speaker should let {t be known 
that he intends to vote against removal 
there is hardly a chance that a two- 
thirds vote for removal could be obtained 
in the Assembly. 

The two sides are to be summed up to- 
morrow. While there is talk of a night 
session for debate and a vote on the 
question of removal, it is more likely that 
Thursday will be devoted to those two 
features. Each side will have three hours, 
the closing argument to be made by coun- 
sel for the Legislature.

Justice Hooker went on the stand to- 
day and made a generally good impres- 
sion. He admitted recommending the ap- 
pointment of Frank P. Ball, Maurice 
Hooker, his nephew, and others to the 
Fredonia Post Office, but denied that he 
knew at the time that any of the ap- 
pointees were not working for the money 
they drew. He received no money from 
Ball, he swore. .When he wanted to get 
the places he did not inquire whether 
there was a vacancy, nor did he have the 
appointment made at the initial request of 
the Postmaster. 

Explaining why to

| George W. Beavers asking him to send a 


check to Katherine K. Clark for the time 
she was assigned to the Port Plain Post 
Office, he said that Postmaster Taylor 
asked him to. Asked if he did not know 
that if Miss Clark were entitled to pay 
while assigned to Fort Plain she would 
have received it there, the Justice said he 
had not given that subject one attention.

| John B. Stanchfield, brought out the facts 


that Justice Hooker is forty-eight years 
old and that his political career began 
while he was attending the Forestville 
Academy, when he served as Town Clerk. 
In 1878, a year before he was admitted to 
the bar, he became Special Surrogate, 
Later he was for several years _Super- 
visor from the town of Pomfret. In 1890 
at the age of thirty-two, he was electec 
to Congress in a district that had been 
represented by many distinguished men. 
He remained in Congress until 1898, when 
he resigned to become a Supreme Court 


Justice. , 

“Many of a Congressman’s constit- 
uents,” he said, “ regard him as an er- 
rand boy between them and the depart- 
ments.”’ 

It was a general practice, Hooker said, 
for members of Congress to have con- 
stituents appointed to Post Offices be- 
fore the offices entered the classified 
service, enabling them to be transferred 
later without examination to places under 
civil service rules. First Assistant Post- 
master General Heath allowed him to do 
this. As for Minerva Jeffrey, he had noth- 
ing to do with her appointment, and did 
not even know her. 

The cross-examination by Mr. Coman 

was interspersed with some lively ques- 
tions and replies. Mr. Coman asked why, 
when the rules of the Post Office De- 
artment directed that applications for 
ransfers and appointments be made to 
the First Assistant Postmaster General, 
the witness applied to Mr. Beavers, Jus- 
tice Hooker could give no reason. 

Q.—It was understood between you 
Congressman Vreeland, your successor, 
you were to have entire control of the patron- 
age of the Post Offices of Fredonia and Dun- 
kirk? A.—That was substantially the under- 


standing. 

Q.—Did you think it proper for you, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court, to be the dictator of the 
patronage of those two offices? A.—There 
Was no control and dictatorship in the sense 
of your question. 

The witness’s assertion that he had 
made no suggestions regarding Maurice 
Hooker’s compensation caused Mr. Coman 
to refer to a*letter of Postmaster Taylor 
recommending that the salary be fixed at 
$400, which was accompanied by Justice 
Hooker's indorsement. Asked his opinion 
of Frank P. Ball, Hooker said: 

“He was a competent and upright man 
when recommended by me for appoint- 
ment.”* 

Q.—Do you consider his conduct that of an 
honorable, upright man? A.—TI decline to char- 
acterize it. 

Q.—Do you not know that he was a common- 
place criminal, who defrauded the Government 
of $2,500? A.—I do not. His conduct is re- 
gretable, but I am not open to criticism for 
that reason. 

Q.—How about the conduct of Postmaster 
Taylor, who allowed Ball to draw a salary 
without doing any work? Don’t you call that 
criminal? How about Ora Caldwell? A.— 
They certainly are open to criticism. 

Q.—You refuse then to express your opinion? 
A.—These people are neighbors of mine. 
don’t like to characterize them as criminals.

Government was defrauded in nearly every

Long Island Railroad’s New Equipment 
. Successfully Tested. 


The first electric train on the Long 
Island Railroad was run yesterday from 
Woodhaven Junction to Flatbush and 
|back. Two round trips were made for the 
purpose of testing the clearances of the 
contact shoes on the third rail. This 
the first practical test of the new electric 
equipment, on which the road is spending 
$40,000,000. To-day a train of five cars 
will make a trial trip to Rockaway 
Beach, and it is expected that by the 


first of next week electricity will take 
the place of steam on the whole Rockaway 
Beach Division. 

General Superintendent C. L. Addison 
and Electric Superintendent L. S. Wells 
were in charge of yesterday's trial run, 
which was considered a very satisfactory 
one. A speed of thirty-five to forty miles 
an hour was maintained without difficulty 
on the elevated portions of the track. 

When the current was turned on there 
were leaks at several crossings. At the 
Shaw Avenue grade crossing, Deot beyond 
the Brooklyn City line, one of a pair of 
horses wus killed while the other was in- 
jured.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

Health is of course an 
enormously important 
factor in both happiness 
and usefulness, and its 
attainment or mainte- 
\nance is an object worthy of everybody's 
careful consideration. It is, however, a 
truth easily verified by observation that 
too much attention can be devoted to 
physical well-being, and that the people 
who are always thinking about the conse- 
quences to themselves of eating this or 
that or doing this or that are decidedly 
unpleasant associates, full of selfishness 
and conceit, and it is extremely rare that 
the health they so laboriously acquire— 
sometimes—makes them benefactors of 
the race or even conduces to their own 
advantage in any higher sense of that 
term. Doctors are notoriously neglectful 
of the elaborate rules for diet and exer- 
cise they lay down for the rest of us, but, 
though their death rate is said to be high, 
they yet manage somehow or other usual- 
ly to present a vigorous appearance, and, 
best of all, the admirable qualitiés of 
self-forgetfulness and inspiring cheerful- 
ness that are so®nearly always lacking in 
the amateur who makes a specialty of 
health-hunting. The trouble with the lat- 
ter is his vehement tendency to get hold 
of one idea, often good in whole or part, 
and then to make a fetish of it. He has a 
lsystem of eating and living which he 
“knows” Is the only system by which 
anybody can be either healthy, happy, or 
good, and, being a faddist, he is of course 
the predestined victim of the one-idea 
quack. The folly of his belief that one 
conduct of Hfe is right and all others 
wrong is.admirably presented in The Bos- 
ton Medical and Surgical Journal in an ar- 
ticle by Drs. R. C. CasotT and P. K. 
| BROWN. They condemn the establishment 
of fron rules in hygiene and plead for a 
study of every individual case, in order 
that advice may be based both en personal 
pecullarities and on personal desires. Hy- 
giene for the studious man who wants tu 
give as much time as possible to his books 
is obviously a very different thing from 
hygiene for the collegian with athletic 
aspirations. So the hygiene of the future 
will not be a set of commands and pro- 
hibitions, addressed to aH, but ‘“‘a map 
showing a number of practicable roads, 
each preferred and found satisfactory by 
a group of persons of a certain build, a 
certain ideal of life, a certain inherited 
and acquired set of tissues."’ In highly 
commending this article The New York 
Medical Record says: ‘Drs, CaBOoT and 
Brown have blazed a new path, and one 
that promises to lead somewhere, for the 
need of individualization in hygiene is 
lenly too apparent to one who reads the 
conflicting rules formulated by writers on 
ihealth matters. If the authors of this 
thoughtful article succeed in the task 
| they have set themselves, and are able to 
fill in the details of such a health map 
as they have outlined, the man who loves 
living as much as he loves life will have 
cause to call them blessed.”

ETHICS OF LIFE INSURANCE, 


Tontine Policies Condemned on the 
Ground of General Welfare. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If life insurance is founded upon an 
ethical fallacy, as I believe it is, we 
should not be surprised to find the super- 
structure honeycombed with rottenness, 
as is evident from recent revelations. 

The Rev. Thomas Scott, the popular 
commentator of a hundred years ago, In 
writing on the tenth commandment, says: 
“Even tontines are by no means to be 
justified, as they constitute a kind of 
comploated wager about longevity, to be 
decided by Providence in favor of the sur- 
vivors, and must thus far partake of the 
nature of other games of chance. Covet- 
ing the property of our neighbors con- 
trary to the law of leve, and enriching 
the survivors at the expense of the rela- 
tives of the deceased are intimately con- 
nected with them, while they lead men 
into strong temptations secretly to wish 
the death of others for the sake of ad- 
vantages which they inordinately desire 
and irregularly pursue.” 

This is the opinion also of the present 
writer, who was for years pursued indus- 
triously by life insurance agents, but was 
never induced to take a policy. 

The life insurance company has been 
often pictured by its ardent advocates as 
a sort of gilded and sublimated savings 
bank, but it has one marked difference 
from that time-honored institution; it can- 
not be subjected to a ‘‘run,”’ unless a 
large part of the policy holders “ up and 
die’ all at once, 

If it could be legally put on a par tn this 
respect with the savings bank, the great 
hotels of New York would not suffice, as 
the feeling is just now to accommodate a 
tithe of the vast army which would flock 
thither from all parts of the world to get 
out what they had put into these over- 
grown monsters of finance. Then would 
come speedily such a slaughter of securi- 
tles as would bring on the cataclysm 
which Mr. Lawson. has been predicting 
for some months as Imminent.

New Chief Engineer of Canal to Make 
Panama His Home.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—John F. Stev- 
ens, the new Chief Engineer of the Pan- 
ama Canal, in an interview to-day made 
it evident that he does not intend to give 
up the work before it is completed. 

“Whatever human beings can do for 
the building of the Panama Canal shall be 
done,’ he said. ‘‘ To the best of my lights 
I shall attack the task and stick to it. 
For the rest, God knows: 

“When I leave the United States on 
Thursday I expect it to be for a long, long 
time. I expect to make Panama my home 
until the canal is completed.

‘‘ When I get to the Isthmus I will start 
right in. There won't be any time wasted 
in preliminaries. I have taken this posi- 
tion: with the Canal Commission, fully re- 
alizing the magnitude of the task before 
us. It is a big job, but I expect to pull 
it through, There will be no failure 
through lack of determination, anyway: 
I have in mind the appointment of an 
Assistant Chief Engineer. The selection 
has not been made. 

‘““There is little that I can say 
the plans for pushing the work on 
canal. I have not formulated them, ex- 
cept that I have always in mind to keep 
things going.” 

Mr. Stevens has made his first appoint- 
ment toward filling up his staff by the 
choice of Jackson Smith, recently Passen- 
ger Agent of the International Railway of 
Mexico, for special duty with the En- 
| gineering Staff. 

Mr. Smith is an old friend and co- 
worker with Mr. Stevens, and enjoys his 
complete confidence. He will -be placed 
in charge of the enormous task of. or- 
ganizing the labor on the canal, and with 
Mr. Stevens will make his home perma- 
nently at Panama until the canal is fin- 
ished. He was at one time connected in 
an executive capacity with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad. 

Mr. Smith has had especial experience 
in railway building @nd operation in 
tropical countries from his service in Mex- 
ico, and also for several years In con- 
struction work in Ecuador. He has spent

much time in Panama and knows how to} 


get along with the Jamaican negro labor, 
having employed it himself. Mr. Smith 
will sail from New York next Thursday 
with Chairman Shonts and Mr, Stevens 
for Colon.

LIFE SHORTENED BY TROUBLE 


| Reform of the Whole Force Engaged 
in Figuring Demanded by the

WASHINGTON, July 18—Chief John 
Hyde of the Bureau of Statistics in the 
| Agricultural Department has_ resigned 
under fire. His resignation was handed 
{in to-day and promptly accepted. This 
| makes another victory for President Jor- 
|dan and Secretary Cheatham of the South- 
ern Cotton Growers’ Associattion, who 
have been demanding Hyde's scalp. 

There is another person in the bureau 
whose removal the Southern men insist 
}upon, and they demand reform in the 
| whole bureau. ; 

Mr. Cheatham’s latest visit here was 
for the express purpose of insisting that 
Secretary Wilson should not carry out his 
purpose of letting the cotton leak scan- 
dal end with Holmes's removal, and that 
Hyde must go. 

While it is still said that Hyde him- 
self has not been charged with any per- 
sonal complicity in the selling of in- 
formation and the juggling of re- 
ports, further facts have come to light 
showing that the condition of the bu- 
reau over which he presided was scan- 
dalous. Mr. Jordan Mr. Cheatham 
brought evidence showing that Holmes 
| was by no means the only offender in the 
department, and declared that only in- 
competency could account for Mr. Hyde's 
failure to discover the conditions. 

Mr. Hyde's letter of resignation says: 

‘‘ During the last four years, or since I 
succeeded in making the crop reports of 
the department reasonably accurate and 
correspondingly valuable to the agricult- 
ural and commercial interests of the coun. 
try, my administration of the office I have 
{the honor to hold has been constantly un- 
'der fire from one side of the market or 
the other. . 

‘Five times it has been investigated, 
and on every occasion I have been vindi- 
cated. In January, 1903, I was awarded 
$2,500 damages in a libel suit against @ 
prominent firm of cotton brokers by & 
jury of their own friends and fellow-citt- 
zens, 

“These results have been very gratify- 
ing to me, but I have the highest medical 
authority for the statement that the con- 
tinued fight upon me has already consid- 
erably shortened my life. 

“At the present time it is an accepted 
fact that a powerful organization is bent 
upon bringing about my retirement by 
one means or another. Now, I do not 
think the position I hold is worth the 
fight necessary to its retention, and the 
organization in question is welcome. to 
| whatever satisfaction it can derive from 
my withdrawal from the unequal struggle. 

“Tf any of my friends think that I 
|ought nog to retire under fire, I would 
have them remember that there is never @ 
time when I am not under fire." 

In his letter accepting the resignation 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson said: 

“1 cheerfully testify to the ability with 
|which you have discharged the heavy and 
| difficult duties of the office since you 
| were first appointed. The accuracy of 
your reports has been recognized by the 
public generally, and I am glad to be able 
to testify, with regard to the charges 
| made against the integrity of the Bureau 
of Statistics, that no facts have been 
| brought to my attention implicating you 
; in any way. 

‘Tl am familiar with your devotion to 
your work and with the untiring efforts 
you have made to render the bureau of the 
| highest service to the growers, manufact- 
!urers, and consumers of farm products in 
| our country, and I regret that failing 
|} health should compel you to bring your 
work to an end.”

BY CARLTON, HE SAYS 


Stamford Doctor Sure He Lost 


$1,500 to Him in 1900. 
INSURANCE AGENT FOUND 


Had No Trouble In Getting Suspect to 
Take Policies on Wives, One 
Before Marriage. 


Frederick E. Carlton, who is held in 
Brooklyn on a check charge while the 
Coroner, the police, and the District At- 
torney are inquiring into the manner of 
the deaths of his two wives, was identti- 
fied yesterday by Dr. Charles A. Gold- 
smith of Stamford, Conn., as “EK. J. D. 
Martinez,” or “ J. BE. Cartier.” The doctor 
accuses Carlton of having robbed him of 
$500 and jewelry valued at $1,000 on the 
night of July 26, 1900. The doctor declare i 
that Carlton, whom he met in a Manhai- 
tan hotel, claimed his friendship because 
they were both photographers. They took 
photographs together in Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn. The doctor produced a picture 
showing a man who looked like Carlton 
lying on the grass and smoking a pipe. 

Dr. Goldsmith said that Carlton had 
visited him one day, and proposed that 
they prepare a light meal in the doctor's 
own room. This was done. While placing 
sugar in the tea, the doctor declared, 
Carlton drugged him. He became uncon- 
scious and did not recover until the next 
day, when he missed the money and ar- 
ticles of value. 

After Dr. Goldsmith had told his story 
he was escorted by detectives to the Ray- 
mond Street Jail. Several prisoners, 
among whom was Carlton, were Hned up 
before him. He unhesitatingly. went up 
to Carlton and, putting his hand on the 
prisoner’s shoulder, said: “That's the 
man.” He later went before the Grand 
Jury and told his story there. 

Carlton was arraigned before Magistrate 
Tighe yesterday morning in the Adams 


| Street Court, but the check case, on which 


he is held, was adjourned until July 27.

appeared for him. 

The Central Office detectives who have 
been aiding Coroner Flaherty In getting 
witnesses as to the death of Mary Carl- 
ton, the second wife of Carlton, yesterday 
found Carl E. Cunningham, who placed 
the insurance on both Carlton's wives. 

He said that he first placed a policy on 
the life of Carlton himself, for $1,000, in 
1908. In January, 1904, he received a let- 
ter from Carlton, written from Washing- 
ton, applying for $2,000 insurance on the 
life of his first wife. In May of the same 
year Cunningham was surprised to find 
that Carlton had filed a death claim with 
the New York Life Insurance Company. 

This was paid and later Cunningham in- 
duced Carlton to take out a policy for 
$2,000 on his own life. These were made 
out In August, 1904, in favor of Mary T. 
Carlton. When the agent expressed sur- 
prise at this, Carlton told him that he 
was going to be married again. 

In October, 1904, Carlton applied for an- 
other policy, this time on the life of his 
second wife and in his favor. 

Cunningham testified that, although he 
had to urge Carlton to insure himself, he 
did not have to urge him in the cases of 
E wives, Carlton making the applica- 





tion to him. He further said that he be- 
lieved Carlton had allowed his own poll- 
cles to lapse. 


THINKS PARKS WRONGED. 


Mayor of Gloversville Asks the Dis- 
trict Attorney to Move Cautiously. 


It developed yesterday that Edward 
Parks, arrested in Christiansand in con- 
nection with the theft of the Higginson 
jewels, has friends who believe his arrest 
a’ mistake. Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan received from Mayor Eugene 
Beach of Gloversville, N. Y., a letter, in 
'which he declared his conviction that the 
arrest of Parks was made upon unrelia- 
ble evidence. He asked the District At- 
torney’s office nbdt to act hastily in its 
efforts for extradition, and sald he was 
|}sure when the investigation was finished 
it would be found that Parks was the 
wrong man. He begged the New York 
County prosecuting officials to be fair. A 
letter will be sent to the Mayor assuring 
him that the District Attorney's office 
will endeavor to conserve all the rights of 
the prisoner.

OF NORMANDIE BEGINS 


Witness Testifies That the Res- 
cued Asked for Rum. 


ONE SEEMED INTOXICATED 


Pilot of Volund Swears the Yacht Did 
.Not Answer Signals—Rudd Makes 
a Counter-Charge. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

YONKERS, July 18.—Coroner Frank B. 
Russell began an inquest to-day into the 
cause of the deaths of the three persons 
who were drowned on the steam yacht 
Normandie, which was sunk last week 
off Dobbs Ferry by the tramp steamer 
Volund. 

The Town Hall of Dobbs Ferry, where 
the Coroner sat, was filled. Friends of 
the three victims—Miss Daisy Dodge, 
Capt, Storms, and Engineer Grady—were 
present. The Coroner said he would first 
hear testimony on the death of Capt. 
William Henry Storms of Hyde Park, 
N. Y. Albert Nelson of Jersey City 
Heights, thirty years a pilot in the wa- 
ters of the United States and Canada, 
testified that he and the first officer held 
the bridge of the Volund on the night 
of the accident. 

The Normandie was coming down the 
river on the starboard side of the Volund 
instead of on the port sidé as navigation 
rules require. It was twenty or twenty- 
five minutes before the Volund struck 
the Normandie. She was going at half 
speed up the river. It was close to shore 
and when those on the Volund saw lights 
ahead they gave two whistles which were 
not answered. Later, two more blasts 
were given, which were finally answered 
by the yacht giving a weak blast. 

The Normandie swung about when in 
front of the Volund and Nelson swore he 
said to his mate, ‘‘ They must be crazy 
or drunk.” 

When the three men, Green, Rudd, and 
Hannigan, ‘were picked up and put on 
board the Volund they asked for rum, 
Nelson swore, but he told them they could 
only have coffee. 

First Officer of the Volund Fin Hjolsen 
of Bergen, Norway, swore that when 
the three men were brought aboard the 
Volund they were asked their names and 
who was missing, to which he received 
the reply, “Oh, keep qufet.’’ 

Dr. Ernst Bystrom of Dobbs Ferry tes- 
tified that he and his wife were seated 
on their piazza and saw a red light pass- 
ing down the river while the green was 
bound northward, The boats were about 
300 or 400 feet apart, according to his 
judgment, He heard two whistles, but 
couldn’t distinguish where they came 
from. The tramp’s light, he observed. 
was close to shore and so was that of 
the boat coming down the river, and he 
remarked to his wife that it seemed 
strange. 

Bjine Omdale of Christiansand, Norway, 
who was second officer of the Volund, 
testified that he was below and heard 
the signals given to the engineer to re- 
verse the engines. He jumped on deck; 
the lifeboat was lowered, and the three 
men in the river were brought aboard. 
Omdale said that the oldest of the three 
was drunk when put into the life boat. 

J. A. Rudd of Yonkers, who chartered 
the Normandie, swore that at about 12 
o'clock while going north all on board 
had lunch while off Yonkers, and that a 
stop was made at Tarrytown, where 
three bottles of champagne, two packages 
of cigarettes and a box of biscuits were 
put on board. The Coroner didn’t ask 
who drunk the champagne, 

Rudd cortinved to tell about the trip 
and said that he was in the pilot house 
with Capt. Storms. He asserted that the 


Normandie blew her whistle, that the 
tramp didn’t reply, and that the Volund 
ran into the Normandie.

Paul Engert, Chairman of the 
Dobbs Ferry Police Committee, and H. J. 
Katz of the Manila Brewing Company, 
who agreed with the Coroner that Dr. 
Ernst Brystrom had said to him that the 
steam yacht signalled, and that nothin 
had been done by the Dobbs Ferry offi- 
cials until the $3,000 reward was offered 
for Miss Dodge's body, when the wreck- 
ing boat was immediately engaged. 

Dr. Elizabeth Ernst Brystrom was called 
as a witness, she having seen the acci- 
dent from her piazza with her husband. 
Coroner Russell asked her occupation, and 
was informed that she {is a physician. 

“What kind of a doctor, medical doctor 
or a horse doctor?’ asked the Coroner. 

Flushing, the witness replied that she 
had been aduated from a medical unl- 
versity in Paris. Her testimony corrobo- 
rated that given by her_husband. 

James Dunworth of Dobbs Ferry could 
only state that he had seen the survivors 
of the sinking yacht come ashore. The 
Coroner did not ask the witness what 
their movements were on land. 

. J. Herrick of Hyde Park testified 
to the character and sobriety of Capt, 
Storms of the Normandie, and stated that 
he was a teetotaler, and had been a Pro- 
hibitionist for over 80 years, and that his 
reputation as a sailing master was first 
class. 

The Coroner adjourned the inquest until 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock, in the 
Corporation Room at Tarrytown, when 
several Tarrytown people will be called

ASPHALT TRUST’S RIVAL 
GETS MOST CONTRACTS 


Receives Nearly 80 Per Cent. of 
Paving Awards. 


WOOD BLOCKS FOR DOWNTOWN 


Prices Vary According to the Amount 
of Traffic Expected in the Dif- 
ferent Thoroughfares. 


Street paving contracts 
$630,000 were awarded yesterday by 
Borough President Ahearn. Wood, as- 
phalt, and Belgian block pavements were 
included. The contracts numbered more 
than fifty. 

Nearly all of the bidders on the wood 
block and the asphalt contracts got a 
share of the work, the Asphalt Construc- 
tion Company obtaining nearly eighty per 
cent. of the asphalt contracts at prices 
ranging from ninety to ninety-five cents 
per yard, with a five years’ maintenance 
provision. This company has complained 
heretofore that it could not get any city 
contracts as there appeared to be hidden 
opposition. Borough President Ahearn 
has said that the company could not fur- 
nish “asphalt which came up to specifica- 
tions, holding that it used California made 
asphalt. Yesterady Mr. Ahearn said that 
his engineers had approved the latest 
samples of asphalt furnished by the com- 
pany. 

The Asphalt Construction Company got 
twenty of the new contracts as against 
only three to the Uvalde Asphalt Com- 
pany, which heretofore has been regarded 
as a favored company. The Sicillan Com- 
pany got a few contracts, as did the 
Barber Company also. There was some 
talk yesterday of a new agreement among 
the asphalt companiés taking in the 
Asphalt Construction Company. The 
asphalt and Belgian block contracts let 
yesterday aggregated $850,000, while the 
wood block contracts aggregatcd $280,000. 
There was a ten-year maintenance pro- 
vision in all the wood block paving con- 
tracts, 

The contract prices for the wood block 
paving differed because of the difference 
in the expected heaviness of the traffic 
on the various streets. Eppinger & Rus- 
sell got the contract for paving Chambers 
Street from Broadway to West Street for 
$2.90 per square yard; the United States 
Wood Preserving Company got Barclay 
Street from Broadway to West Street for 
$2.60, Duane Street from Broadway to West 
Street for $2.70; Greenwich Street from

Battery Place to Dey Street for $2.75; 


East Broadway from Chatham Square to 
Grand Street for $2.60, and West Tenth 
Street from Hudson to West Street for 
$2.70. The Franklin Contracting Company 
got Vesey Street from Broadway to West 
for $2.60; Reade Street from Centre to 
West for 2,50; Liberty from Broadway to 
West for $2.50, and Jefferson Street from 
East Broadway to Henry Street for $2.50. 

Borough President Ahearn expressed 
himself as greatly pleased with the bids. 
In view of the ten.years’ maintenance 
clause, he says the prices are the best 
the city ever obtained. In addition he has 
required the contractors to pay the city 
$10.50 per thousand for all Belgian blocks 
removed for the laying of wood pave- 
ments. He sald the contracts showed a 
reduction averaging twenty cents per 
square yard for the wood block pave- 
ments. 

Before August ends Mr. Ahearn expects 
to advertise for contracts for wood block 
pavements for afl the business Streets 
south of Canal Street. The streets chosen 


were selected on the advice of the mem- |' 


bers of the Truck Owners’ Association.
